That, too, means batten- 
ing. Srom what you told nsa, the new hook is being sat upon, which 1 can understand, 
it is r a real tough and very specific book.I as real anxious to do a couple of quiet, 
jumping shows on suppression and freedom to loosen things up a bit, The only mentions 
we’ve had is in the Times. I have no way of knowing the effect on sales there. The/,-:' 
story appeared the week before the books were in NYC, which is not good. "u) 1 
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I lay abed last night and early this morning pondering this. I think i t mesns 
that I’ll have to forgo the complete edition of the New Orleans book. That will cost 



me twice as much as any I’ve done and 1*11 not be able to charge twice as much 
for it. 1*11 have it readttto go, but like that AP story. I do not know how much 
fierallax will do with the^book, have no way of knowing if or how they promote and 
advertise, what distribution they can get with S&S denied them. A f all of this is 
good, I then do not know how much the sale will be dulled by tha'much cheaper 
pocket-size book.
